THE SCIENCE OF 
PUNISHMENT 

Jan. 28. 
We have already commented 
briefly on the Aumual Report 
(1922-1923) of the Commission- 
exs of Prisons in England but as 
the subject of penology is, or 
should be, of deep and enduring 
interest, it is worth while to 
consider tho report again. On 
the whole it is most encouraging. 
Serious crime does not appear to 
be increasing. Tt is admitted 
that the laxity of conduct which 
had its origin in war conditions 
ine to a substantial 
number of commitments, but in 
common with the great majority 
of commitments they are for 
offences directly or indirectly 
traceable to money difficulties, 
eansed by luced incomes, the| 
high cost of living, loss of  ent-| 
ployment, and so forth, difficult-| 
ies Which we ean sympathetically 
understand. Tt is gratifying to 
know that the treatment of the 

convicted is nm ine and reforn 
ative. Tn most English prisons 
there are now educational classes, 
lectures, concerts, debates aud 
eereational clubs, not with the 
particular object of . making 
prison: life-pleasant, but to. give| 
























* ctho prisoners « training that will 


fit them to re-enter the World as 
réspectable citizens. . 

It is intetesting to consider the 
Progress of prison reform. In 
the middle of the last century

Tt is thig wayward inheritance 
jot hnmanity which leads us to 
take a fearsome pleasure in dis- 
cussing or’ reading about the 
lives of notorious criminals. On 
‘one occasion, ‘Tennyson, the 
poet, and Jowett, the Oxford 
philosopher, sat‘ up until the

that the’ powerful herd instinct. 
also a part of our psychological 
inheritance, impels men to show: 
little merey to those who gravely 
imperil the s order. 

Brief reference only can be 
made to another phase of the 
subject. Tf there is little inoral 
difference between individuals, 
there is still less between 
nations. Tt may be said that 
for ways that are dark and for 
tricks that are vain one par- 

alar nation may be peculiar. 

But the people of that nation 
may think the ways of some| 
other nations are even darker. 
In this direction much progress 
has still to be made. The same 
moral code that governs the re- 
lations — between individuals 
should also govern the relations 
between nations. Judged’ by 
this code many famous kings 
‘and statesmen were criminals. 
“If,” said Frederick the Great to 
his minister, Radziwill, “there 
is anything to be gained by it, 
we will be honest; if deception 
is necessary, let us bo cheats." 
Perhaps the League of Nations 
will accomplish a reform in this 
respect.

THE COTTON EXPORT 
SURTAX 
Jan. 29, 

As a piece of special pleading 
the article which we publish to- 
day on the question of an export| 
surtax on cotton has a special 
importance. The writer is Mr. 
Tung Teh-fu of the National 
Southeastern University of Nan- 
king, and in view of the pro- 
posals which Chinese cotton 
interests have made to the 
Cabinet in Peking it is only 
natural that he should adopt the 
attitude he has taken. As, how- 
ever, he accuses us of various| 
understandings” in con- 
jon with the matter, we are 
justified in enlarging upon the 
theme dealt with in our issue of 
January 11.

FIUME AND ITS 
CONSEQUENCES 
Feb. 1. 

Winns the public of Great| 
Britain has been concentrating] 
its attention first on a General 
Election and then on the advent| 
‘of Labour to power, very im- 
portant events have’ been cul 
minating in Central » Europe. 
After four years of the bitterest 
animosity, Italy and Jugo-Slavia 
have made an alliance, and the| 
effects of it are so far-reaching| 
that for the future they will re- 
act upon every phase of Euro-| 
pean polities. ‘To realize the 
situation we mnst trace the posi-| 
tign of these nations since the| 
war, Italy and  Jugo-Slavia, 
(the principal partner in which 
is Serbia) were allies during the! 
struggle agninst the Central 
Powers, and so long as the Dual 
Monarchy of Austria-Hiunga 
remained a menace it held them 
together. When, however, the 
Austrian Empire broke ’ up, 
trouble began. Ttaly, previous. 
ly confined to the west coast of 
the Adriatic, gradually crept 
down the eastern side «nd reach- 
ed the important port of Fiume. 
Now Fiume is in the most de- 
licate position possible. Tks 
popnlation is almost purely Ttal- 
an in character, but the _snc- 
rounding country is pure Iugo-| 
Slav. Moreover it is an import 
ant outlet both for Italian and 
Iugo-Slav trade, and naturally 
when the treaty-makers came to 
deal with it they found  them- 
selves im very great difficulties. 
"Phe ‘Treaty of Rapallo, which 
settlod the disposition ‘of this 

n of Europe, was largely 
dominated by President Wilson 
ideas of self-determination, but 
while the diplomats took’ into| 
‘consideration the general sent 
ments of the populace, they fail- 
ed to contemplate the  peculiar| 8) 
position of the hitherto isolated 
inhabitants of Fiume..

‘THe American Association of 


China, whose report for 1923 has 
just reached us, are much more 
modest in their outpourings 
than we remember in bygone 
days, In. truth, the task of 
writing reports on “progress of 
events"’ (as the pie goes) is a 
depressing one nowadays, con 
sisting of nothing but the record 
of fruitless expostulation. To 
someextent the American As- 
sociation appears to be over- 
shadowed by its sister Chamber 
of Commerce. The Associu- 
tion’s membership is only 207, 
resident, and the report’ urges 
that more Americans, especially 
those not eligible for the Cham- 
ber, should join. ‘This is reason- 
able, experience having shown, 
certainly in the British, and wo 
have no doubt in the American 
‘community: as well, that there 
is scope for both’ Chamber and 
Association and work that quite 
obviously is better handled by 
‘one than by the other. 

The report states that ‘the 
Executive Committee have made 
‘every effort to bring before tho 
authorities at ‘Washington’ the 
‘views of the Association on mat- 
ters of vital importance to Amer- 
icans residing in China."” ‘The 
Lincheng outrage is cited in 
particular, when the Association 
actively joined with other similar 
organizations, American and 
British, in telegraphic bombard- 
ment of Home Governments. 
Tt is the ceaseless preoccupation 
‘of foreigners in China how to 
enlighten public and official 
opinion in their home countries 
as to the true state of affairs in 
this, We find that great Ho- 
sideratum urgently dwelt on in. 
tho very first number of . the 
‘North China, Herald” seventy. 
three years ago, and it remaing, 
‘ag desirable and qs unattainable 
‘as ever. In fact,, the situation 
is really worse to-day than it 
was in 1843. Then, nobody 
knew anything about China and 
the people on the spot had a free 
hand, Now, every twopenny 
politician thinks he knows ev 
thing about China, and Minis. 
ters aro simply bound hand and 
foot to their respective chan- 
colleries, ‘Thus we find tho 
American Association writing to. 
the President of the United 
States to urge “that no action 
be taken on the proposed remis- 
sion of the unremitted portion 
of the Boxer Indemnity until 
China, had a united ‘govern- 
ment.” As the report shows, 
the contingency does not appear 
imminent. But the mere refer- 
ence is enough to illustrate the 
genoral state of trepidation of 
foreign communities produced 
by the sloppy sentiment which 
suffuses the eyes of Western- 
is to be feared we must add, 
especially American, politicians 
looking towards China. — Tt is. 
not that these communities ask 
for tie mailed fist : far from it. 
All they would make clear ix 
that sympathy—the watchword, 
now, in every wffair of the Far 
East—unless based on a full: 
understanding of facts can only 
end in disaster, and that tho 
class of person in China, 
with whom the foreign diplomats: 
deal is in no sense representative 
of the real people an ue inter- 
‘ests of the land of Sinim.

NAVAL MUTINY AT 
TSINGTAO 


‘The Usual Complaint of Pay 
Withheld: Police and Tea- 
chere Equally Suffering 





From Our Own Correspondent. 
Tsingtao, Jan. 25. 
The breaking out of a quasi 
mutiny on tho part of the sailors 
attached to the Chinese squadron 
now in port has just now come to 
Tight, “It appears that the amen 
iragged their respective | com- 
manders before them the other 
morning, threatening no end of 
trouble, if the money promised 
them prior to their arrival here 
were hot immediatley. forthcom- 
ing. Attempts have been made 
fo hush the whole incident up, 
Dut the fact that the quasi 
mutiny did take place is more 
Than proved hy the urgent 
messages despatched to Peking’ 
the day before yesterday and 
terday and to Marshal Wu Pei- 
fu_for prompt assistance. 
‘The story as told in Chinese 
Gircles is to the effoct that when 
Wu Peifa negotiated for , the 
withdeawal of the squadron from 
the Southern Cause, he promised 
to pay half a million dollars upon 
it arrival ‘here and #100000 
monthly for its upkeep. When 
the squadron duly arrived, the 
Loyang War Lord made tho 
discovery that. the ships were in 
urgent need of an overhaul, not 
having gone into a drydock for 
some six to sevon years. More- 
over, the ammunition of the 
squadron was antiquated ard @: 
ood many of the guns were only 
or ornament. This was more

YENCHOW’S CITY WALL 





Ming Bulwark Whose Builder 
Died to Save It Menaced 
with Destruction 


By Our Yenchow Correspondent. 


‘Tho famous parapet of Yenchow 
wall is fast falling into decay 
parapet which resembles 

two others and a fragmect in all 

China and has a dramatic history. 
Its configuration is peculiar, in 

shape it is like an apricct leaf, so 

that it has always been known as 
the “Apricot Leaf Wall.” "there 
are only two and w half like it in 
the whole of China,” “say the 
inhabjtants. It was modelled 
from the old” imperiat wall of 
ig times, a fragment of whi 
was left in’ Nanking prior to the 

Rovolution, 

‘As only’ half of the Yenchow 
wall was completed on time th 
Jeading official of those days was 
commanded as a punishment to 
destroy what had been built or 
‘commit suicide, He chose the he- 
roie course. On taking the poison 
which ended his days, ho exclaim. 
‘ed “‘By dying T leave a reputation : 
if I live my fame will be destroy- 
ed.” He preferred death, so that 
tho, peculiar fashion of ‘the bul- 
wack, which, roold be forbhdde 
to be copied in any city, mi 
stand to his memory. But alas 
the days of Chinese city walls are 
apparently numbered, 


‘YeNcHow’'s MERIT, 


What soems to be the only othor 
famous feature of Yenchow. is its 
name, taken from the old hermit 
Yen’ Tsicling. He was a 
recluse in the Han Dynasty and 
wag making history,” well nigh 
2,000 yenrs ago. As history gocs, 
ho was close friond of the Em: 
ror of thoso days, when the 
‘ourt. Was established in Honan. 
Ho was urged by Kuang Wo 
to take —offico but refused 
choosing rather to sperd his life 
as w wanderer. Eventually he 
found his way ‘to tho region of 
Luchow—tho” old “namo for 
Yenchow—and a hermit 
life.

TRAGIC END OF MR. 
M. FREDERICKS [% 


‘Found Shot Through the Heart| 
in His Office 
‘The business community of 
[Shanghai was shocked to learn on 
Tuesday of the tragic death of| 
Mr. MM. Fredericks who is stated 
to have shot himself through the 
heart during Monday night ot his 
office at 201 Chung Foo Building} 
in Jinkee Road. Death - was in- 
stantaneous and the body was re- 
moved to the Mortuary in the 
morning. ;
